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Pollard probe team 
due here this week

WASHINGTON. - The U.S. is 
sending a high-level team horn the 
State Department, the Justice De- 
partment and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to Israel early this 
week to question Israeli officials im- 
plicated in the Jonathan Pollard spy 
scandal. 

Secretary of State Shultz, in mak- 
ing this announcement at a news 
conference on Friday, said the State 
Department's legal. adviser, Judge 
Abraham Sofaer, will head die U.S. 
delegation. 

Before joining the State Depart- 
ment last summer, Sofaer was a 
judge in New York state. He pres- 
ided over the widely-publicized 
Ariel Sharon- versus - Time magazine 
libel trial earlier this year. He was 
praised for his handling of that case. 
He is Jewish and a frequent viator to 
Israel. 

The secretary, responding to a 
question, continued to insist that 
Israel could be expected to cooper- 
ate with the investigation. The ses- 
sions will be held behind closed 
doors. Israel is determined to give 
them as litde visibility as possible. 

U.S. officials said they want to 
question Rafael Eitan, ex- 
operations chief in the Mossad and 
former adviser on counter-terrorism 
to prime ministers Begin and Sha- 
mir. He has been reported to have 
been the senior Israeli official in- 
volved in dealing with Pollard, the 
civilian naval intelligence analyst 
who was arrested outside the Israeli 
Embassy on November 21 and 


charged with espionage. 

U.S., officials have conceded that 
Israel's willingness to expose their 
representatives to such interrogation 
is without precedent in diplomatic 
history. They said that Israel is 
apparently prepared to cooperate in 
an effort to limit the damage to 
U.S.-Israeli relations from the 
affair. - 
. Intense discussions took place all 
lastweek between U.S. and Israeli 
officials attempting to establish the 
ground rules of the U.S. visit. Israel 
is anxious to maintain the tradition 
of diplomatic immunity for its offi- 
cials while at the same time offering 
to cooperate. 

WeU-infonned sources said the 
Israeli officials will be able to cite 
Israel’s national security interests in 
refusing to answer certain questions. 
They said the meetings will take the 
form of . “interviews,” rather than 
formal, sworn testimony. 

In addition to Eitan, the Amer- 
icans also want access to the two 
diplomats who returned to Israel on 
the day after Pollard’s arrest. They 
are Ban R avid, a deputy science 
attache at the embassy in Washing- 
ton, and Yosef Yagur, the science 
attache at the consulate-general in 
New York. They are said to have 
been Pollard's “contacts” in the 
U.S. 

The Americans main objective in 
the mission to Israel this week is to 
obtain more evidence against Pol- 
lard and his wife, Anne Henderson- 
Poll ard. Both are in federal custody 
awaiting preliminary grand jury pro-

RasBurka killer says he had epileptic fit 


CAIRO (AP). - A military court has 
reserved judgment for December 28 
against the policeman who shot and 
killed seven Israeli tourists at Ras 
Burka in the Sinai. 

Lawyer Emad el-Sobki said that 
military prosecutors are charging 
Suliman jKhater, a member of the 
general security forces, with murder 
without premeditation and attemp- 
ted murder. El-Sobki said the charge 
is punishable by death. 

Xhater is accused of opetring fire 


on a group of Israeli tourists on 
October S, kilting seven and wound- 
ing three others. Egyptian official 
accounts said he went berserk. 

El-Sobki, one of several lawyers 
for Khater, said he is basing his 
defence on temporary insanity. 
“The man was suffering from an 
epileptic fit” when he shot' the 
Israelis, El-Sobfci said. The fits were 
sporadic, he added, which was why 
the policeman was able to remain in 
service.

Jerusalem man jailed 
for wrecking bus shelter 


A religious zealot from Mea 
She’arim convicted of vand alizing a 
bus shelter in the capita] was sent- 
enced to three months’ imprison- 
ment and nine months suspended by 
the Jerusalem District Court on Fri- 
day. Another Mea She'arim man was 
remanded into custody for seven 
days by the court on Friday on 
suspicion of painting over an adver- 
tisement in another bus shelter in the 
capital. 

Some 20 ultra-Orthodox Jews 
yesterday afternoon demonstrated 
outside police headquarters at the 
Russian Compound police station to 
protest against the arrest and sen- 
tencing. On their way back to Mea 
She'arim some threw stones near the 
Mitchell cinema, but no damage was 
reported. 

Yehuda Hatab, 24, who was con- 
victed following his confession, was 
also ordered to pay IS300.000 to 
Postermedia, the bus-shelter com- 
pany, to cover the damages. 

Hatab was caught by four citizens 
who staked out the shelter on Rehov 
Straus after midnight last Sunday. 

Hatab' s attorney asked the court 
to delay the prison term to enable 
her to appeal for a commutation of 
sentence to community work. 
However, the judge accepted the 
prosecuting attorney’s argument 
that any delay would cancel the 


deterrent effect of the punishment. 

Another Mea She'arim man. 
Haim Gotlieb, 25, who studies'at the 
Toldot Aharon Yeshiva , was reman- 
ded for seven days on suspicion of 
vandalizing a bus shelter. The police 
said a Postermedia worker saw the 
suspect and several other ultra- 
Ortbodox Jews on December 1 
painting over an advertisement at a 
bus shelter. The worker chased the 
group, who escaped into the Toldot 
Abaron Yeshiva. 

The police wanted Gotlieb de- 
tained while they investigate other 
youths from the yeshiva. 

Gotlieb refused to comment on 
the case. “I do not recognize the 
authority of the infidel state to jndge 
me,” he said. 

In Bnei Brak yesterday a car pas- 
senger was beaten and slightly hurt 
by a mob of some 100 yoatbs when 
be got out of the vehicle to move an 
electricity pole that the youths had 
placed across a street they want 
closed for the Sabbath. Rehov 
Sharett, which has both religious and 
secular residents, is open to traffic 
on Sabbath in accordance with an 
agreement between police and the 
municipality. 

The mayor of Buei Brak said that 
disturbances have occurred on pre- 
vious Sabbaths because of demands 
to dose the street.

Country’s hospitals face imminent closure, Gur told

The country’s hospitals are near- 
ing a state of emergency and face 
immin ent closure unless the cabinet 
implements the Ya’acobi Commit- 
tee's recommendations. This is the 
thrust of a report given to Health 
Minister Gur on Friday on his return 
from the U.S. by Dr. Moshe 
M ashiah , the ministry official in 
charge of hospital care. 

Finance Minister Moda’i is to 
appeal against the committee’s re- 
commendations to increase govern- 1 
meet support for the health funds at 


the cabinet meeting today. Moda'i is 
to tell the cabinet that Economics 
Minister Ya’acobi overstepped his 
authority, and that the committee 
was appointed to find ways to collect 
debts owed the government by the 
funds. 

The Mashiah report said the hos- 
pitals have ho money to buy .fuel, 
and are therefore providing heat, 
-only to essential departments, such 
85 uni ts and childre n's 

wards. Most hospitals are also short 
of antibiotics, oxygen, and infusion 
equipment, the report said! 

The hospitals are already short of 


food, particnlariy meat,, notwith- 
standing Tn ova’s threat to cut off 
their supply of dairy products and 
produce today tf the Health Ministry 
does not pay at least a quarter of its 
IS2 billion debt. 

A ministry source last night said it 
is likely the hospitals will soon be 
forced to operate on an emergency 
format, unless the Ya'acohi Com- 
mittee's recommendations are im- 
plemented immediately. The commit- 
tee outlined a comprehensive reor- 
ganization of health-care funding 
three weeks ago, including an im- 
mediate injection of 510m. to 


Kupat Halim Klalit and iS30b. to the 
Health Ministry. _ 

The cabinet debate on the health 
funds is to take place against the 
backdrop of the Treasury’s difficul- 
tires in getting the other ministries to 
agree to a cut of 5200m. from their 
budgets. The Finance Ministry has 
repeated that the main objects of the 
slash must be the Education, Labour 
and Health ministries. 

According to -ministry officials, 
the Treasury will make a new effort 
this week to achieve agreement on 
the cuts.

30 injured 
by bombs at 
Paris shops 

PARIS. - Up to 30 people were 
synred yesterday when two explo- 
sions, which pofice and fire officials 
believe were caused by bombs, rock- 
ed adjacent Paris department stores 
packed with thousands of Christmas 
shoppers. 

The stores, Gaferies Lafayette and 
Printemps. were about to close for 
the day when the blasts went off. 

At Gaieties Lafayette, 25 people 
were hurt while five were injured at 
Printemps, a fire service spokesman 
said. 

An anonymous caller claiming to 
belong to the Palestine Liberation 
Ftont said it was responsible for the 
Masts, but police said they were 
treating the call with scepticism. 

■ However, they carried out a thor- 
ough search of tbe Paris soccer sta- 
dium, Parc des Princes, after the 
caller claimed a bomb had been 
planted there. 

Tbe area around the stores on the 
fashionable Boulevard Hauasmann 
was sealed off as scores of firemen, 
along with bomb-disposal experts, 
police and ambulances rushed to the 
sceoe. 

In Galeries Lafayette tbe explosion 
occurred in the basement causing a 
small fire, police said. 

In the Printemps s tore the explo- 
sion ripped through tbe perfume de- 
partment, again causing a small fire, 
a store official said. 

Police later began a search of other 
stores in tbe area. A police spokes- 
man said there was Rill alert just on 
doting time at the nearby Marks and 
Spencer where someone had tele- 
phoned to warn of a bomb. But the 
search had produced nothing, he 
said. 

The Auber undergrou n d station, 
which serves the department stores, 
was cordoned off by riot police after 
another bomb warning. Bat this 
proved to be a false alarm. 

On Friday, a Mast also went off 
near Versailles at a Nato office which 
administers a North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization fad pipefine. It fol- 
lowed an attack on the pipeline itself, 
in central Belgium. 

Later Friday, a Mast went off in a 
crowded courthouse in Liege, Bel- 
gium, kiilingone person.

WASHINGTON - Democratic 
Senator Daniel Inouye of Hawaii has 
withdrawn his proposed $531 million 
amendment to cut the interest rate 
on outstanding U.S. military loans to 
Israel from 12 per cent to 5 per cent. 

The withdrawal of the amend- 
ment, which had been well on its way 
toward passage this year, follows the 
Jonathan Pollard spy scandal and the 
consensus among Israel's best 
friends on Capital Hill that this is not 
the right time to seek extra aid. 

There was fear that a prolonged 
debate over the added aid in the 
Senate and House of Representa- 
tives would have ensured that the 
spying allegations against Israel 
would continue to receive extensive 
exposure in the media. 

Israeli officials have been anxious 
to remove the matter from public 
view. 

Inouye, a strong supporter of 
Israel and the ranking minority 
member of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee on Foreign Op- 
erations, did not directly refer to the 
Pollard case in explaining his deci- 
sion to drop the initiative. 

Instead, be cited budgetary prob- 
lems in Congress and fresh assur- 
ances from Secretary of State Shultz 
that the administration will study 
other means to ease Israel's foreign- 


debt repayment problems. 

The administration opposed the 
Inouye amendment as “budget bust- 
ing.'’ It noted that Israel is already 
slated to recejve $3 billion in econo- 
mic and military grants in the 1986 
fiscal year foreign-aid bill. Beyond 
that assistance. Congress earlier this 
year passed a supplementary, two- 
year $1.5b. economic package for 
Israel. 

Israeli officials, who welcomed 
the Inouye plan as representing a 
. major long-term bonanza for Israel's 
ailing economy, privately acknow- 
ledged that the decision to withdraw 
the amendment was the first “tangi- 
ble" damage caused by the Pollard 
case. They expressed hope that In- 
ouye would revive his initiative next 
year. 

Had the Inouye amendment pas- 
sed this year, congressional obser- 
vers said, there almost certainly 
would have been even more signifi- 
cant economic savings for Israel in 
the long run. The initial saving for 
Israel next year - as envisaged in the 
ill-fated Inouye proposal - was to be 
followed in subsequent years by 
additional amendments aimed at re- 
ducing the interest rates on other 
outstanding loans. 

“All of that is now going to have to 
wait until the dust settles from the 
Pollard business." a pro-Israeli Con- 
gressional source said.

The Washington Post yesterday 
reported that Pollard has' told the 
FBI that he and his wife went to 
Israel twice within the past year and 
that the trips were financed by his 
unidentified "contact.” 

Quoting federal prosecutors, the 
newspaper said that Pollard has 
identified his contact as an Israeli 
offidal. According to his account, 
the couple went to Israel in Novem- 
ber 1984 and July 1985. 

In a separate story yesterday, the 
newspaper reported extensively on 
' the way friendly countries and allies 
spy on each other. It noted that the 
. U.S. has spied on Israel over the 
years, although it probably has not 
"run" agents in Israel. 

Retired Lt.-Gen. Lincoln Faurer. 
who headed the U.S. government’s 
National Security Agency until last 
March, said the U.S. would be 
“more circumspect. ..than Israel 
■appears to have been in this case. I 
doubt we would be paying someone 
in Israel to bring us information." he 
said.

Natan’s proposals are "anti- 
democratic,” Ben-Ami said. The 
only means of solving labour dis- 
putes in a democratic country are 
free negotiations between workers 
and employers, he added.

In 
response to a question, however, he 
acknowledged that Syria is not yet 
among those parties. 

When asked about the Soviet Un- 
ion's involvement in Arab-Israeli 
peace talks, the secretary suggested 
the Kremlin leadership wpuld have 
to meet three conditions, including 


the restoration of full diplomatic 
relations with Israel, the easing of 
the plight of Soviet Jewry, and the 
increase in the number of exit per- 
mits granted to those Soviet citizens 
seeking permission to leave. 

Shultz's remarks about Syria 
appeared to reinforce the notion in 
Washington that the U.S. is en- 
couraging the Damascus regime to 
get directly involved in any revived 
peace moves with Israel. 

Last Thursday, the State Depart- 
ment reiterated the long-standing 
position that the territorial with- 
drawal provisions of UN Security 
Council Resolution 242 apply to aU 
fronts, including the Golan Heights. 

“We continue to hope that all 
parties in the dispute, including 
Syria, will recognize the opportuni- 
ties inherent in the current peace 
process and elect to participate con- 
structively," a spokesman said in a 
prepared statement. 

U.S. officials have welcomed 
Prime Minister Peres’s statement in 
a recent interview with The 
Washington Post that Israel would 
consider negotiations with Syria 
over the future of the Golan 
Heights, which Israel annexed in 
December 1981. 

On Friday, Shultz referred to the 
problems of finding an acceptable 
“mechanism” for getting any talks 
started. The Americans are still aim- 
ing for negotiations between Israel 
and a joint Jordanian- Palestinian de- 
legation.

PETAH TTKVA (Itim). - Moshe 
Levy, 18, who was murdered late 
Thursday night while hit chhiking 
home from his army base, struggled 
■with his attackers before they killed 
him with a sharp instrument and set 
bis body on foe, police said on 
Friday. Levy was probably slain by 
terrorists, they said. 

Levy was found dead in a field 
about 3 kilometres from his parents' 
home in Moshav Mazor, which is off 
the Petah Tikva-Lod road. He was 
hitchhiking from his army base. 

Levy was found by a resident of 
the moshav who was (hiring by and 
noticed a fire burning in the field. 
The killers probably set the body on 
foe to destroy evidence, police said. 

A Magen David Adorn doctor 
pronounced Levy dead . 

Police set up roadblocks in the, 
area afterwards, but no arrests have 
been reported yet. 

The driver of a yellow car, prob- 
ably a Passat, who apparently gave 
Levy and another solder a lift Thurs- 
day evening from the Beit Kama 
junction is asked to contact police at 
03-914441 . The driver let the other 
soldier out at the Kostina junction, 
and later dropped Levy at the Biiu 
junction. 

Levy’s father said his son was a 
“good boy” but that “he refused to 


listen to us about hitchhiking. ’’Oa 
numerous occasions, the father said, 
“we asked him not to hitchhike, bnt 
be said he wanted to visit us as often 
as possible. And this is what hap- 
pened. 

‘T think the Israel Defence Forces 
should make it illegal to hitchhike, 
and that it should fine and jail those 
caught violating the law,'* he said. 

Levy studied mechanics for three 
years at the Amal Alef school in 
Petah Tfikva and for a year at the 
pre-army school. Onim, in Kfar 
Sava. 

The funeral will leave this morn- 
ing at 11:30 from his home on Rehov 
Lirik in the Syrian neighbourhood 
of Petah Tikva.

Two teenagers die in collision

Defence Minister Rabin warned 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip set- 
tlers council that the government 
will take legal steps if they state 
again that they would not recognize 
a government that cedes land for 
peace. 

The warning was delivered in a 
letter the coordinator of government 
activities in the administered terri- 
tories, Shmuel Goren, sent on 
Rabin’s behalf to Yisrael Harel the 
chairman of the Council of Settlers 
in Judea, Samaria and Gaza. The 
letter was sent Friday, but Harel told 
The Jerusalem Post he had not re- 
ceived it. “When it arrives we will 
treat it with the respect it deserves,” 
Harel added. 

The warning was issued in reac- 
tion to the council's resolution last 
month that ceding sovereignty in the 
West Bank, Gaza, Jerusalem or the 
Golan would be. “an illegal act and 


ought not to be obeyed.” 

“We will trear any government in 
Israel which commits one of these 
crimes as an illegal regime, (and) as 
General de Gaulle had (treated) the 
Vichy regime of Marshal Petain,” 
the resolution added. 

The settlers executive backed 
down from tbe resolution four days 
later. However. Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir nevertheless wrote to 
the Defence Ministry’s legal adviser 
saying he believed the original state- 
ment “borders on tbe criminal.” 

Zamir, on November 17, sug- 
gested warning the settlers council 
against “the danger” of its decision 
and the Defence Ministry spokes- 
man said yesterday that Rabin’s let- 
ter was sent in reference to that legal 
opinion. 

The spokesman quoted Goren as 
having “expressed his hope" that 
following this warning, “the council 
will refrain from similar moves 
which will require legal action.” 


SHLOMI (Itim). - Two teenagers 
were killed and four were seriously 
injured on Friday night when a 
motorcycle and a car collided on tbe 
road from Shlomi to Rosh Hannikra. 

The dead were Erez Mamin an, 18, 
from Moshav Zarit and Sando Azait, 
18. from Shlomi. The injured, also 
teenagers, were taken to hospital in 
Nahariya where they underwent 
emergency operations.

Twelve people were killed and 52 
were seriously injured in 51 road 
accidents last week. Nine of the dead 
were pedestrians, three of them duT- 
dren. Of the injured 50 were pedes- 
trians, 19 of them children.

No leads in London fire that killed two Israelis

LONDON. - Police here have no 
clues as to the identity of the arsonist 
responsible for a house fire in which 
two Israelis were killed last Monday 
morning. A woman held under 
suspicion for the blaze has been 
released. 

A full report on the cause of the 
fire is still pending, but police are 
treating the case as a double murder, 
as traces of petrol point to an act of 
arson. 

Haim Ashkenazi. 52. and his wife 


Tamar, 50, of Haifa, were both kil- 
led in the fire, Mrs. Ashkenazi dying 
a day after the blaze in hospital. 
Both were guests in the two-story 
home of their daughter Yafa Van- 
den burg, who is still in hospital suf- 
fering from burns. Her two children 
and a friend have since been dis- 
charged from hospital. 

A neighbour who lived downstairs 
in foe house in Lyndale Avenue near 
Golders Green, and whose eccentric 
behaviour has been foe cau$e for 
concern among other residents in the 
street, was allowed home after inter- 
rogation by police. 


Larnaca defendants tell court 
Israeli yachtsmen were spies 


Sky-jacker says he is Palestinian 
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NICOSIA (AP). - The Briton and 
foe two Palestinians on trial here for 
foe murder of three Israelis said 
Friday they shot their victims be- 
cause they were spies responsible for 
foe death of many Palestinians. 

Their statements came on the fifth 
day of the trial in which each of the 
accused feces three charges for the 
premeditated murder of the Israelis 
aboard a small yacht at the Larnaca 
marina on September 25. 

“We killed the Israelis because 
they ran a spy ring in Cyprus and 
were responsible for the arrest of 
many of our comrades as well as the 
murder of many women and chil- 
dren,” Haled al-Hatib said. 

“They also killed my former boss 
All Hassan Salama Abu Hass an. 
They killed all the members of my 
family- I am the only survivor,” 
Hatib, 28, a student holding a Syrian 
passport, added. 

Ali Hassan Salama, code named - 
Abu Hassan, was the PLO’s chief 
intelligence officer. He was general- 
ly regarded as tbe mastermind of a 
series of terror attacks in the 1970s, 
including foe massacre of Israeli 
athletes at foe 1972 Munich Olym- 
pics. He was killed by Israeli agents 


in Beirut in' 1979. 

Though named Hatib in his pass- 
port, the accused told the court his 
real name was Elia Yahia Nasrif. 

“We do not forget Sabra and Sha- 
tilla and tbe Deir Yassin massacres 
by the Israelis. They also killed many 
young people and caused tbe arrest 
of many of our comrades sailing 
from Cyprus to Lebanon,” he 
added. 

The slain Israelis were Reuven 
Palzur, 53, his wife Esther, 50, and 
Avraham Avneri, 55. 

The second Palestinian accused, 
Abdiil Halifa, 29, a labourer with a 
Jordanian passport, admitted in his 
unsworn statement that it was he 
who had shot Mrs. Palzur. He said: 
“We know well that killing a woman 
is the work of criminals and not 
revolutionaries like us. Bnt foe was a 
member of tbe Mossad and held 
military rank.” 

Defendant Ian Michael Davison, 
28, a carpenter from the northern 
EngTch town of South Shields, sai± “I 
have no regrets for doing what I have 
done because it was my duty as an 
international socialist and a person 
of conscience to fight foe Zionist 
movement wherever I can. ” ' 


VALLETTA (AP), - A man sus- 
pected of being the -lone surviving 
hijacker of the Egyptair jetliner told 
police that he is not a Tunisian but a 
Palestinian bom in Lebanon, a Mal- 
tese government spokesman said 
■ Friday. 

The spokesman told reporters that 
the suspect said bis name is Omar 
Mohammad AH Rezak, 22. He had- 
previously identified himself as 
Omar Marzouki of Tunisia, but 
Tunisian officials said they bad never 
issued a passport in that name. 


The man is still being treated for 
bullet wounds and is in intensive care 
in hospital here under heavy guard. 
His condition is impreing, foe 
spokesman said. 

Tbe suspect had been described by 
Maltese officials as the alleged lead- 
er of the takeover, but later they 
admitted that it was unclear who bad 
been giving orders in the hijack. ■ 
The spokesman said the suspect 
bad not told police much but insisted 
that there were only two other Hi- 
jackers besides-himself.

Cancer researchers now asking right questions

“ Th e Third Maimo- 
mdes Conference on Cancer Re- 
search concluded here yesterday 
with mixed news. Scientists believe 
that they are on the threshold of a 
breakthrough in understanding how 
cells become malignant. But the 
answer may not result in a quick 
cure. 

Dr. George Vande Woude, direc- 
tor of the basic research programme 
at the Frederick Cancer Research 
Facility in Maryland is the most 
Optimistic, 

One of the or^nizers of this con- 
ference. he arrived a day late be- 


cause he wanted to bring a copy of 
Nature magazine, c ontaining an arti- 
cle on his latest discovery, a genetic 
marker for Cystic Fibrosis (CF). 

So far, 40 oncogenes (cancer- 
causing genes) have been identified 
■ by scientists. The Frederick reseach 
team found one such oncogene some 
three years ago. 

Vande Woude says that 
oncogenes in general “are conserved 
genes that have remained virtually 
unchanged through evolution!” In 
other words, cancer is not a new 
disease, he adds. In the past, people 
simply did not live long enough to 
exhibit the symptoms. 

“CF is the biggest hereditary killer 


disease in the U.S. One infan t in 
1,600 gets it and the life expectancy 
is just over 20 years. 

“Finding the marker for the gene 
responsible for CF was an unex- 
pected reward of our oncogene re- 
search says Vande Woude. 

Prof. 1 Shraga Segal of the Ben- 
Gurion University of the Negev 
Medical School told The Jerusalem 
Post that cancer researchers are now 
asking the ‘right questions and they 
will soon come up with the right 
answers. 

Segal’s research focuses on metas- 
tasis, or the ability of malignant cells 
to travel through the blood and 


lymph systems. “Metastasis is the 
major obstacle to achieving a com- 
plete cancer cure. If we knew howto 
stop the metastasis process, we could 
then achieve complete cancer cure 
by the eradiction of the primary 
tumour.” 

One offshoot of this research is 
that the biopsy of malignant tumours 
can now more exactly pinpoint the 
cancerous area and doctors are able 
to focus treatment accurately so that 
patients no longer need massive 
doses of radiation, which can result 
in complications. 

The Maimomdes Conference is 
held yearly at the Guest House here. 


21 U.S. rabbis to appeal 
convictions for embassy rally 
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WASHINGTON (AP). - A lawyer 
for 21 rabbis convicted of demon- 
strating too close to the Soviet 
embassy said on Friday they will 
appeal against the verdicts. And he 
claimed President Reagan's admi- 
nistration prosecuted them “because 
the Soviets asked for it.” 

District of Columbia Judge Col- 
leen Kollar-Kotelly found the rabbis 
guilty on Thursday, fined them $50 
each and put them on probation for 
six months. She . suspended 15-day 
jail sentences but said that penalty 
would be reinstated if they violate 
any laws while on probation. 

Attorney Dan Goldstein, repre- 
senting the rabbis, said: “These peo- 
ple were prosecuted because the 
Soviets asked for it. Attorney- 
General Edwin Meese did it, and It 
looks like he does what the Soviets 
ask." Goldstein said. 


Prosecutors in the District of Col- 
umbia work for the Justice Depart- 
ment, headed by Meese. 

The rabbis were arrested on June 
10 in front of the embassy and 
charged with breaking a city law 
requiring protesters to stay at least 
152 metres away from an embassy. 

It is the same law broken by nearly 
3,000 anti-apartheid demonstrators 
over the last year in front of the 
South African Embassy. Charges 
against them have routinely been 
dropped. 

“I titink we all remain quite upset 
that these people are bong prose- 
cuted while those ar the South Afri- 
can Embassy are not,” said Mark 
Epstein, a spokesman for the Union 
of Councils for Soviet Jews, which 
sponsored the demonstration as part 
of a series of protests at the Soviet 
Embassy. 


JDC raises $4.3m. for Ethiopia 
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NEW YORK (JTA). - The Amer- 
ican Jewish Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee (JDC) over the past year 
collected more than 25,000 contribu- 
tions from the Jewish community 
totalling $4.3 million for relief work 
in Ethiopia, it was learned. The 
amount consists of $2.2ni. in cash 
and S2.1m. in donated supplies. 

The people of the Ethiopian pro- 
vince of Gondar last week were 
presented by the JDC with a symbo- 
lic key for a health centre in Tedar. It 
ws accepted on their behalf by the 
Ethiopian ambassador to the UN, 
Berhanu Dinka. 

The ambassador in turn presented 
the JDC with a plaque "in recogni- 
tion of your humanitarian service in 
Ethiopia in 19S5." It was presented 
to JDC president Heinz Eppler on 
behalf of Danit Wolde Giorgis, chief 
commissioner of the Relief anifRe-

Eppler accepted the plaque on 
behalf of American Jewry, which is 
the primary source of funds for the 
JDC.

Cash row threat to 
IB A broadcasts

Israel Radio's overseas short- 
wave broadcasts are threatened by a 
dispute over 520 nriffion which the 
Bezek teleco mmuni cations com- 
pany claims it is owed by the Israel 
Broadcasting Authority. Ihe matter 
has been referred to the attorney 
general’s office for a ruling. 

The Broadcasting Authority says 
that under its agreement with the 
Communications Ministry, which 
supplied transmission services for 
radio and television in pre-Bezek 
days, the service fee Was 10 per cent 
qfjfiji jB^A^s^niiiral.budget. Tjjra Was. 
ajtartWed fcytjie government arfdtiy 
the'&ne^t frasmee Connmttee.^' 
According to the IBA, Bezek, 
without any prior negotiation, dou- 
bled the fee, but did not provide 
additional services. The IBA is re- 
luctant to pay more than 54 million 
per annum in service fees, declaring 
feat 60 per cent of transmission costs 
derive from short-wave broadcasts 
abroad and broadcasts in Arabic.

Motyka, hims elf a former inmate 
of Auschwitz, said the exhibition will 
have its official opening this week to 
coincide with the 37th anniversary of 
the adoption by the General Assem- 
bly of the Universal Declaration on 
Human Rights. 


Included in the exhibition are 
photos and artifacts, including 
shoes, suitcases, and hair of the 
victims who were gassed at the Nazi 
extermination camp. 

Several representatives of U.S.- 
based organizations representing 
Jewish camp survivors attended the 
press conference and complained 
that the exhibit did not sufficiently 
stress that most of the victims were 
Jewish. 

“The uniqueness of the Jewish 
experience is not fully reflected," 
said Sam Block, senior vice- 
president of the Gathering of Fed- 
erations of Jewish Holocaust Survi- 
vors.

Leaders of South Asia 

pledge to work together

DACCA, Bangladesh (AP). - The 
leaders of seven nations in South 
Asia, one of the world's most im- 
poverished, strife-tom areas, vowed 
yesterday to seek prosperity and 
peace as they launched an experi- 
ment in regional cooperation. 

About 30,000 security personnel 
deployed around Dacca to protect 
the meeting of the South Asian 
Association of Regional Coopera- 
tion. 

The conference host, Bang- 
ladesh's President Lt.-Gen, Hussain 
Mohammad Ershad, inaugurated 
the meeting with a call for coopera- 
tion. Leaders of India and Pakistan, 
the region's main rivals with atomic 
capabilities, warned of the nuclear 
arms race. 

President Junius Jayewardene of 
Sri Lanka, which is tom by fighting 
between the government and Tamil 
secessionist guerrillas, called on 
powerful India to play the critical 
role of inspiring trust among her 
smaller neighbours. 

“India, larger than all the rest of 
us combined, can by deeds and 
words create the confidence among 
us so necessary to make a begin- 
ning.” he said. “We rest our hopes” 
on Indian Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 
dhi. 

Jayewardene also said Saarc 
should combat terrorist movements 
in several countries. 


Saarc, which required five years of 
preparation in the subcontinent, 
where most nations are at odds with 
India, is a loose, non-political, non- 
miiitaiy grouping. 

Its aim is to improve life for the 
region's millions of people, control 
its rapid population growth and try 
to reduce poverty, hunger, disease 
and illiteracy. It also aims to prom- 
ote peace in the region which has 
witnessed three wars since partition 
of the subcontinent in 1947. 

The seven nations are India, the 
world's largest democracy, Pakistan 
and Bangladesh, two Islamic coun- 
tries ruled by martial law, Nepal and 
Bhutan, two Himalayan monar- 
chies, Sri Lanka and the Islamic atoll 
of the Maldives, two island nations. 
The seven together represent about 
one billion people. 

Gandhi, whose nation has 77 per 
cent of Saarc population and gener- 
ates three-fourths of its total gross 
national product, called South Asia 
“one of the great crucibles of human 
creativity" and one of the most adv- 
anced regions of the ancient world. 

Ersbad's government made a 
major effort to spruce up Dacca for 
the Saarc summit. Summit officials 
said they spent less than $2 million 
on the event, but local newspapers 
said the cost was closer to S13 mil- 
lion, not counting manpower or 
administrative costs. 


UN vote hits Iran, Afghans 
for human-rights violations 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - UN 
General Assembly members, in an 
unprecedented move, voted over- 
whelmingly Friday to condemn all 
acts of terrorism as criminal. 

Cuba was the only dissenter in the 
118-1 vote. Israel and Burkina Faso 
abstained. 

Soviet bloc states, Nicaragua and 
such hardline Arab states as Syria 
supported the resolution even 
though they regretted the absence of 
specific condemnations of “state ter- 
rorism” - a term frequently used to 
describe Israeli raids into Arab terri- 
tory and U.S. support of Contras in 
Nicaragua. 

Tran was among 37 states not parti- 
cipating in the vote. 

The resolution, adopted by the 
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assembly's legal committee, repre- 
sented a compromise to overcome 
more than a decade of East-West and 
North-South wrangling over the de- 
finition of terrorism. The problem 
has been that one nation's “terror- 
ist” is another nation's “freedom 
fighter". 

The text circumvents the road- 
block by o fifering a loose definition, 
referring to “acts of international 
terrorism in all its forms which en- 
danger or take innocent lives, 
jeopardize fundamental freedoms 
and seriously impair the dignity of 
human beings'*. 

U.S. delegate Robert Rosenstock 
described the resolution later as a 
"major achievement of this session” 
in that it represented the first time 
that assembly delegates agreed on a 
broad condemnation of internation- 
al terrorism In the past, UN bodies 
have adopted a piecemeal approach, 
attacking specific acts like air piracy. 

Cuban Ambassador Oscar 
Oramas-Olivia objected that the re- 
solution did not identify those, “who 
are responsible for acts of state ter- 
rorism fetid who 'are its victims.” He 
accused the'U.'S.'bf engaging in state' 
terrorism against Nicaragua and, 
through the CIA, against Cuba. 
South Africa and Israel also were 
guilty of state terrorism, he alleged.

UK becomes first U.S. ally 
to join ‘Star Wars’ initiative 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The Brit- 
ish decision announced Friday to 
join “Star Wars" is the first major 
victory after several defeats for the 
adminis tration of President Reagan 
in its effort to win allied support for 
the research plan to develop a high- 
tech shield against nuclear attack. 

While the U.S. is pressing other 
alH«s to job the multibillion-doilar 
research programme, American 
officials also are signalling they are 
willing to support a European-led 
effort aimed at developing futuristic 
defences against Soviet atomic- 
tipped missiles. 

The British decision capped 
months of negotiations between the 
two allies, tot was not a major 
surprise since British Prime Minister 
Thatcher had said previously she 
wants her nation to join the effort. 

The announcement in London 
was made by British Defence Secret- 
ary Michael Heseltine and U.S. De- 
fence Secretary Caspar Weinberger, 
who said the agreement “empha- 
sizes both the closeness of our 


alliance and the special nature of our 
relationship.” 

Weiberger had flown to London 
from Bonn, where be was trying to 
convince West Germany to formally 
job the project. Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl made no promises, but said bis 
nation would decide by Christmas. . 
The British decision could help the 
U.S. attempt to sell the pograrzune 
to Bonn. 

Both West Gemany and Britain, 
even before m aking formal decisions 
on whether their governments 
should job, have said private com- 
panies b their nations are free to 
take part and seek the lucrative U.S. 
contracts. 

But other American allies have 
not been so enthusiastic. France, 
Norway, Denmark and Australia 
have dechned to take part. 

In Moscow, meanwhile, the offi- 
cial news agency Tass on Friday 
called Britab's decision a “danger- 
ous step” that contradicts the Gene- 
va s ummi t’s call for arms control and 
improved East-West relations.

JOHANNESBURG. - Thousands 
of mourners attended a funeral 
yesterday for 11 riot victims and 
beard an anti-apartheid leader 
threaten a boycott of rent and tax 
payments to press the campaign for- 
black rights. 

At least 20,000 people filled a 
soccer stadium for the service b the 
Mlungisi black township of Queens- 
town in the rural Eastern Cape 
Province, the South African Press 
Association (Sapa) said. 

Elijah Barayi, leader of a new 
black trade union federation claim- 
bg half a million members, told the 
crowd: “If the political order b this 
country does not change soon, we 
will refuse to pay taxes and rent.” 
Barayi also repeated his threat of a 
week ago, at the launching of the 
Congress of South African Trade 
Unions, that blacks would burn their 
passes if the pass Jaws controlling 
black movement b white areas were 
not repealed b six months. 

Police with armoured personnel 
carriers stood guard around the 
township but did not initially 
approach the stadium where the 
funeral was being held: 

More than 940 people have died b 
the violence since February 
1984. The 11 victims buried yester- 
day were among at least 17 people 
killed on November 17, and b fol- 
lowing days b Queenstown's black 
township, police confirmed. Resi- 
dents said some were killed when 
police opened fire on blacks attend- 
ing a church meeting to discuss a 
black boycott of white shops to press 
for improvements b township hous- 
ing, roads and sports facilities. 

Tbe victims ranged in age from 15 
to 71, accordmg to pamphlets distri- 
buted at the service, and included 
Lizo Ngcana, an influential com- 
munity leader who sat on the boycott 
committee. 

The boycott committee pledged in 
handbills given out at the service to 
intensify the four-month-old 
boycott, which white business lead- 
ers say has been nearly 100 per cent 
effective and forced 30 shops to 
close.

BRUSSELS (AP). - A bomb at a 
court bunding killed a man and in- 
jured two other people on Friday, 
nnd officials reported other bomb- 
fogs at Nato feel network facilities in 
Belgium and France . 

The Fightfog Co mmunis t Cells 
organization said it and a left-wing 
French group carried out the Nato 
bombings. 

Officials said the Fighting Com- 
munist Cells might also have been 


involved in the court building blast at 
Liege. 104 kilometres east of Brus- 
sels. No one claimed responsibility 
for the explosion inside the 16th- 
centuiy building. 

Justice Minister Jean Gol said the 
man who died b the Liege bombing 
may have handled the explosive. 
The blast occurred 30 minutes be- 
fore about 600 young lawyers and 
Gol were to attend a meeting there. 


Nicaragua accuses U.S. of ‘mining airspace’ 


MANAGUA CAP). -President Daniel 
Ortega accused the U.S. government 
on Friday of “mining tbe airspace of 
Central America” by providing what 
his country said was a Sam-7 rocket 
launched by rebel forces to down a 
Nicaraguan air force helicopter. 

At a news conference, Ortega three 
times dodged reporters’ questions 
about whether Cubans were among 


the 14 mili tary personnel aboard tbe 
Soviet-made helicopter shot down 
Monday. The government has said 
all were killed. 

He said tbe U.S. action was “rap- 
portiag and officializing terrorist ac- 
tions” and could lead to “prolifera- 
tion on the continent of the use of 
weapons of this type in the hands of 
irregular military forces.”

Indian court stays public hanging of ‘bride burners’ 


NEW DELHI (AP). - The Supreme Court on Friday 
postponed the public hanging of two people convicted of 
fatally burring women who failed to meet their dowry 
demands. 

The stay of a lower court ruling followed a plea by 
Attorney General J.K. Parasaran that executions should 
be carried out with “basic human dignity” guaranteed 
under the constitution. 

Parasaran said hanging b public involves “torture, 
cruelty and indignity.” 


The Supreme Court did not stay tbe death sentence, 
only the order of public execution. Hanging is legal in 
India and is carried out inside jails. The date for the 
executions has not been set. 

Lichma Devi and Jagdish Khatik were sentenced to 
death b separate cases of what is commonly known here - 
as “bride burning.” 

Devi was convicted of bunting her daugbter-fo-Iaw to 
death and Khatik was found guilty of killing his wife by 
the same method.

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HANUKKA, festival of li gh ts, is 
one of the few joyous holidays in the 
Jewish calendar year. . 

Latkes and doughnuts, the tradi- 
tional fare for Hanukka, are con- 
sumed in great quantities, hut these 
days most people are weight con- 
scious so I have concentrated instead 
on other recipes that are easy to 
make - in fact even children can try 
making some of the dishes. 

For the new young cooks it's 
advisable first to read the recipes 
through and prepare the required 
utensils and ingredients. Also, re- 
member to clean up when finis hed. 
Furthermore, shopping for the re- 
quired items could be of some educa- 
tional value. 

Jellied Doughnuts 
16 thick slices white bread 

1 pkt. quick jelly - your favourite 
flavour 

2 eggs 

1 cup milk 

4 tbs. self-raising flour or 4 tbs. plain 
flour and 1 tsp. baking powder 
2tsp. salt 

Vi tsp. vanilla essence. 

Cut bread with a large doughnut 
or cookie cutter. If using a cookie 
cutter remember to cut out the cen- 
tre with a much smaller cutter. Make 
up the jelly with Vi cup boiling water. 
When the jelly has set, sandwich it in 
the bread to make 8 sandwiched 
doughnuts. 

Make a batter by beating the eggs 
and adding the self-raising flour or 
plain flour with baking powder, 
vanilla essence, salt and milk. Mix 
well, then dip the sandwiches into 
the batter. Heat some margarine or 
oil in a frying pan, carefully lower 
the mock doughnuts and fry until 
they are a golden brown underneath, 
then turn them over with a spatula or 
broad-palette knife and remove 
them from the pan when the second 
side is brown. 

Sprinkle with icing sugar, with or 
without cinnamon, or make a glaze 
with 1 cup of icing sugar and just 
enough orange juice to make a 
paste. Another way to top the 
doughnuts is to dust them with icing 
sugar and then sprinkle with desic- 
cated coconut. 

Makes 8 doughnuts. 
Citrus Doughnuts 

2 cups flour, sifted 

1 pkt. baking powder 
Vi tsp. salt 

Vi cup sugar 

2 eggs, beaten 

2 tbs. melted margarine 

3 tbs. milk 

4 tbs. orange juice 
Grated rind of 1 large orange 
Oil for deep frying. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, salt and sugar. Stir in melted 
margarine, eggs, milk, orange-juice - 
and rind. With a spoon dfofFftdtiH 
heated oil; fryafritvata tim«#Briran_ 
both sides evenly, about five minutes 
total time. Drain on absorbent paper 
and roll in icing sugar before serving. 

Makes about 2 dozen. 

Bananas In Foil Coats 
6 bananas 

1 large lemon -finely grated rind and 
juice 

4 tbs. clear honey 
6 tbs. brown sugar 
6 tbs. desiccated coconut 
Aluminium foil. 

Peel the bananas and place each one 
on an -oblong shaped piece of foil. 
Sprinkle each with a little lemon 
juice and rind, brown sugar and 
honey. Top with desiccated coconut. 
Pick up edges of foil and fold over 
two or three times to form a seal.

PEOPLE have a horror of the homes 
for chronic patients, and the im- 
pression one gets of these institutions 
V is indeed* grim: Elderly people in 
wheelchairs, catheters, feeding 
tubes, smells and groans. 

Yet in most nursing homes around 
the country efforts are being made to 
add a touch of human kindness and 
concern to the sterile atmosphere. 
Special staff members are often 
hired to organize activities and to 
bring a little sunshine- into the drab 
existence of the chronic patients. 
Sometimes it is the families of pa- 
tients who take the initiative, and at 
other times it is volunteers who 
undertake to improve the quality of 
f < life in a chronic ward. 

In the nursing division of Shaare 
Zedek Hospital, on the sixth floor, 
. Tuesday is a special day. On Tues- 
' days the patients bake. With the help 
(and initiative) of an activities orga- 
nizer, Chan a Yisraeii, patients mix 
ingredients, knead dough and cut 
out cookies for the whole ward. As 
the smell of freshly made baked 
goods wafts through the corridors, 
everyone perks up in anticipation. 

Says Leah Nussbaum, director of 
the chronic unit: “It gives the pa- 


THERE is no counselling aid avail- 
able to women suffering from post- 
natal depression unless their condi- 
tion is so severe that it warrants 
hospitalization, says Miriam Marcus 
of Jerusalem. In an effort to aid 
these women, whom Marcus esti- 
mates number in the hundreds in the 
city alone, she intends to form a 
voluntary support group for them. 

Post-natal depression, says the 
accredited breast-feeding counsellor 
and member of the Israel Childbirth 
Education Centre, expresses itself in 
constant crying, alienation from hus- 
bands and families and resentment 
towards the newly-born child.

“We found that although these 
people were well taken care of physi- 
cally,” says Sklar, “their social needs 
were ignored.” She adds that many 
old people never had visitors; some 
had outlived all the other members 
of their family and friends. In other 
cases, friends and relatives tended to 
fall away over the years. Some pa- 
tients have been at the Malben Insti- 
tute since 1952. “We found people 
who never went out of the institution 
because there was no one to wheel 
them out," says Sklar.

OVER 550 women who were fired 
or threatened with firing during preg- 
nancy or after childbirth leave have 
approached Na’amat’s legal aid 
bureaus in' the past three months, 
Na’amat Secretary-General Masha 
Lubelsky told Labour Minister 
Moshe Katsav recently. 

Most of the women were sacked 
immediately upon returning from a 
three-month childbirth leave. Such 
firing is currently legal. Lubelsky 
asked Katsav to amend the Women’s 
Labour Law so that women may not 
be fired until three months after 
their return from childbirth leave. 
The minis ter was sympathetic to her 
pleai but suggested that the Histad- 
rut and r epres en tatives of the Em- 
ployers Association be consulted on 
the matter.

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Modal dashes farmers 1 
hopes for gov’t aid

RISHON LEZION. - Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i told a 
group of fanners here on Thursday 
that he was not planning to open his 
purse strings and give their sector 
any government aid. 

“1 have a feeling that the majority 
Of the public is backing me up and is 
willing to have the budgets of health, 
education, defence and agriculture 
cut, as long as this wiff revive the 
economy and pull us out of the 
present economic slump." 

Moda'i was speaking at a study- 
day for farmers at the Agricultural 
Research Organization at the Volca- 
ni Centre here, organized by the 
Private Farmers Federation. 

Federation president Eliahu Izak- 
son warned the .minister that the 
family farm is not only a matter of 
economics, but also has a nationalis- 
tic purpose in helping to hold on to 
the soil. Izakson begged the minister 
“not to see agriculture only through 
the eyes of an economist." 

Moda'i 's answer was that the agri- 
cultural sector must tighten its belt 
just like all the other sectors. He 
promised that once the country is out 
of its current rut, he will be more 
generous with the fanning sector 
because of its export potential. 

In a sarcastic remeark about the 
agriculture ministry Moda'i said that 
it suffers from lack of planning. 

The director-general of the minis- 
try, Meir Ben-Meir, who was not 
present when Moda'i made this re- 
mark, devoted part of his speech to 
the problems of agricultural plan- 
ning. “I have spent more time in 
putting out fires than in planning," 
he said. 

Ben-Meir added that although this 


is poor consolation, Israel's farmers 
suffer similar problems to those fac- 
ing most of the world's developed 
countries. This includes surplus pro- 
duction which cannot be sold to 
underdeveloped countries, because 
these do not have the money to pay 
for it, even at reduced prices. 

Ben-Meir emphasized that what 
happens then is that these developed 
countries subsidize the surplus pro- 
duction of their farmers. By way of 
example he pointed out that the 
Americans pay their farmers about 
SO cents a pound for cotton, while 
the price of cotton in the world 
market is about 60 cents. 

“In such a structure of world 
trade, Israel must find its niche, and 
we are talking about a country that 
will soon export about half its agri- 
cultural production." 

The speaker said that the main 
problem facing Israeli fanners today 
is the heavy interest they pay on 
loans, and that this is the main 
subject the ministry will have to deal 
with in the coming two years. 

Ben-Meir did not promise his 
listeners an easy time. They were 
mainly from veteran settlements and 
established villages. He told them 
that the ministry would during the 
coming years give preference to bor- 
der settlements. “This will also mean 
that we will have to take away from 
you, the veterans, some production 
quotas and give them to the younger 
border settlements, which have no 
other sources of livelihood.

Savings up 15% under economic plan

The public held S42 billion in 
savings at the end of October, 15 per 
cent more than in July when the 
economic programme was launched. 

Bank of Israel Governor Moshe 
Mandelbaum also told the Knesset 
Finance Committee Thursday that 
during the first three months of the 
plan, the public had sold some £350 
million worth of foreign currency to 
the Bank of Israel. He added that 
this figure should be compared to the 
second quarter of 1984, when the 


public purchased some S700m. from 
the central bank. 

“The difference between those 
two figures underlines the credibility 
of the current economics plan in the 
eyes of the public,” he said. 

The governor came out against 
recent calls for a tax on financial 
assets. “I do not think that some- 
body is seriously thinking about such 
possibility," the governor added. 

Mandelbaum told the committee 
members that of the $42b. worth of 
financial assets, some $36b. repre- 
sent government debt.

TEL AVIV. - Businessmen, insur- 
ers and bankers attending a lecture 
last week at the Export 85. fair here 
received tips on how to avoid becom- 
ing the victims of international 
fraud. 

When hearing about some ingenious 
schemes used by miilion-doliar 
crooks from Eric Ellen, director of 
International Maritime Bureau. 
London, the audience laughter was 
frequent but unsettled. Funny, yes. 
but such cases could happen at the 
expense of any of them. 

In one instance, a Third-World 
importer ordered from a regular sup- 
plier £25,000 worth of goods with a 
£250.000 invoice, in order to transfer 
funds out of the country. The sup- 
plier complied with the invoice, ex- 
cept he took the payment and neg- 
lected to send any of the goods. At 
the receiving end of the $250,000, a 
bank clerk, realizing what was occur- 
ring. pocketed those funds. 

Because distance frequently sepa- 
rates the buyer from seller, docu- 
mentation must take the place of 
merchandise. Most of the crimes 
mentioned by EUen hinged on docu- 
mentation that was forged or other- 
wise illegal. 

“The worst thing about disappear- 
ing goods," said Ellen, a former 
Grief Constable of the Port of Lon- 


don Police,” is that since it's un- 
known where the crime occurred, no 
law enftxrcement agency wants to 
accept jurisdiction.” 

At the lecture, Israeli advocate 
Peter Gad Naschitz spoke about 
Israeli cases of maritime fraud, and 
also contributed ideas on how to 
avoid it. Here is an amalgam of the 
advice given: 

□ If you do not know the other party, 
even if he is selling, obtain credit 
references and status reports on him 
through embassy trade sections, 
banks, or other trade sources such as 
the International Chamber of Com- 
merce or Dun & Brad-street.

More investors than before 
have hand in bullish market

VICTORY AT LAST

REHOVOT. - Hapoei Petah Tikva 
were well worth the three points they 
gained from their entertaining 1-0 
victory over Maccahi Sha’arayim. at 
the latter's attractive stadium, set 
here in the midst of the orange 
groves. Both teams were hitherto 
winless. but. on the form they dis- 
played here yesterday, both will 
climb the league ladder as their con- 
fidence mounts. 

Some hot-headed Sha’arayim 
loyalists huried some harsh words at 
their club management as they real- 
ized that the game would be lost, but 
otherwise the atmosphere was good- 
tempered and worthy of the highly 
attractive, flowing soccer that the 
two teams provided. 

Before the game began, the crowd 
stood and observed a minute's si- 
lence in memory of Moshe Levy, the 
young soldier who was killed on 
Thursday. The only discordant note 
was one cry’ of “KahaneP. that was 
quickly shooshed by people around 
the offender. 

Despite the criticism hurled at the 
management by the unthinking, 
Sha'arayim have put through some 
very shrewd deals through their re- 
cent acquisitions of strikers Moshe 
Zeitoun and the illustrious Mickey 
Ben-Shitrit. and above all, of mid- 
fielder Nahum Zeidman. Twenty- 
four years old. Zeidman played for 
Peru in the recent Maccabiah, and 
was acquired by Sha'arayim when he 
decided to immigrate. He is going to 
make his mark in Israeli soccer. 

These players looked good, but 
the glory of the day went to the 


youngsters in the Hapoei team. 
Fashioned into an intelligent and 
smooth combination by their 
coaches Dror Banur and former in- 
ternational great Giora Spiegel, -they 
will certainly develop into a formid- 
able team. 

In their use of a trio of speedy 
strikers -Nir Levin, Alon Hazanand 
Ronnen Hillel - they are reminiscent 
of the famous Maccabi Haifa team. 

Id the first 20 minutes, Hillel and 
Levin might have scored on at least 
four occasions after some brilliant 
runs, but their inexperience made 
them over-eager and they muffed 
their shots at the last moment. 

At the other end. the home team 
forced half-a-dozen corners, but 
their coach, Yitzhak Shum, has not 
yet drilled them adequately in the 
exploitation of set-piece situations. 

Petah Tikva took the lead after 40 
minutes when Hazan drove in a 
fierce shot after a shot from Hillel 
had bounced off goalkeeper Adiv 
Shamir. 

Zion Yosef and Git Saba, 
Hapoel's reliable, fighting midfiel- 
ders, aborted most of Sha'arayim's 
efforts ’to equalize. When the Re- 
hovot strikers did get through, they 
found the energetic and brave Ron- 
nie Gerby in goal too good for them. 

Despite the complaints of the mal- 
contents, Sha’arayim have got a 
great potential now, while Hapoei 
Petah Tikva’s young side will make a 
mark on the local soccer scene for 
many seasons to come, once they 
have developed confidence in them- 
selves.

Struggling Birmingham’s clash 
with Watford was interrupted after 
bl minutes with the score 1-1 when 
police evacuated the ground follow- 
ing a bomb scare. 

Stapleton, who suffered the igno- 
miny of an own goal on Wednesday 
when United lost a Super Cup tie 
against reigning League champions 
Evert on 1-0. shot home from close 
r„nge after John Gidman's low cross 
ran loose. 

His goal was the perfect lift for 


United, without regular first t earners 
Bryan Robson, Remi Moses, Mike 
Dux bury, Kevin Moran, Peter 
Barnes and Arthur Albiston. It was 
not easy to break down an Ipswich 
defence superbly organized by Eng- 
land defender Terry Butcher. 

Liverpool had few problems 
against Villa, with Denmark’s 
talented midfielder Jan Molby put- 
ting them on the road to victory after 
only two minutes. He floated a per- 
fect free kick into the net after Villa’s 
debutant Paul Elliott, a $600,000 
signing from Luton this week, fouled 
Welsh striker Ian Rush oh the edge 
of the penalty area.

Martina does it again 


French support Israeli rugby

RAMAT GAN. - The Israel Rugby 
Football Union has been invited to 
participate in next April’s annual 
European under- 18 junior nxgby 
tournament in Bucharest, and also 
to send a men’s .team to France in the 
pntiimn for a three-week tour, with 
all expenses paid by the French Rug- 
by Union. • 

The invitations were handed- to 
Irfu president Cyril Morris last week 
by Albert Ferrasse and Marcel 
Batigne, respectively presidents of 
the French Union and of the Paris- 
based Federation Internationale de 
Rugby Amateur (Fira). 

Ferrasse and Batigne have just 
spent four days here at tbe invitation 
of the Irfu, during which they met 
with the heads of local sports bodies 
and were received by President Her- 
zog, in his youth an enthusiastic 
rugby player in Dublin . 

Israel is a member of the 27-nation 
Fira, which was founded in Paris 
more than 50 years agp. Fira consists 
mainl y of countries in Western and 
Eastern Europe, but also includes 
Tunisia and Morocco, as well as 
several other farmer French territor- 
ies in Africa. Israel joined the Fed- 
eration in 1980, and a year later they 
played their first-ever official rugby 
Test match against Switzerland in 
Geneva, with the game sanctioned 
by Fira: (It ended in a 9-9 draw.) 

The visitors, both former top-class 
jugby players and referees - Batigne 
turned out for the French national 
XV - were full of praise for the 
Israeli team, after watching a local 
selected XV overwhelm a Cyprus- 
based British Army side 64-0 at 
Kibbutz Yizre’el, and so enthusiastic 
that they have decided jointly to 
“adopt” Israel, they told me in an 
interview at Ramat Gan’s Kfar 
Hamaccabiah. As a curtain-raiser at 

Yizre’eJ, there was an under-19 

^“Leaving aside the question of the 
strength of the opposition or the 
final score in the match against the 
British Army team, we were able to 
judge- that the Israeli players are 
Without doubt of a very high stan- 
dard," Ferrasse stated unequivocal- 
hr. 

Batigne added: “the team gave a 
beautiful exhibition of rugby, ""“J 
the hacks really keeping the ball

moving in a way which delighted us. 

On the basis of what we saw, we rate 
the standard of the game here as 
being up to that of top-class second 
league dubs in France. At the inter- 
national level, Israel looks one of the 
better sides in Fira, after our ‘big 
two* France and Rumania. 

“You would have a good chance 
against our next strongest countries, 

Italy and Russia, and are probably 
better than West and East Germany , 

Czechoslovakia, Belgium and 
Spain.’* IfFerrasse and Batigne have 
one small critidsm , it is of the Israeli 
forwards. "The pack needs to work 
harder, to reach the high quality of 
the hack line." 

" Ferrasse reported that the French 
Union would organize six games for 
tbe men’s team on their October 
toiiT, and it was hoped to add an 
offidal Test against Spain to the 
itinerary. Batigne added that the 
youth game at Yizre’el had shown 
that the standard of junior rugby 
here was on a par with - that of the 
other 15 or so countries - among 
them the Soviet Union - expected to 
participate in Flra's 18th youth 
tournament in Bucharest. 

The two guests, who work closely 
together, said that the bodies which 
they head are very keen to assist in 
the development of rugby wherever 
they can all over the world. “We see 
a tremendous potential for the game 
in Israel and want to help the Irfu 


as much as possible, Ferrasse com- 
mented. 

Rugby and athletics follow soccer 
and tennis as the major sports in 
France. Tbe total of 220,000 active 
French rugby players is the largest 
number in any of the 90 countries 
around the globe where the game is 
played at present. The French Un- 
ion, established more than 50 years 
ago, now has 2,000 affiliated clubs. 

"However, it is in Japan that rug- 
by has really exploded. It has be- 
come by far the country's fastest- 
growing sport, with the total number 
of players already close to 200,000 - 
as against a mere 5,000 only four 
years ago. International matches in 
Japan attract as many as 60,000 
spectators." 

Ferrasse and Batigne reported 
that rugby is also developing rapidly 
in the Soviet Union, where the army 
now consider it a better form of 
training than close combat. They 
would like to see the game they love 
so dearly being taken up by the 1 srael 
Defence Forces, as well as by the 
schools. In the meantime, they were 
happy to learn that at least half of the 
country’s 400 rugby players are sab- 
ras.

MELBOURNE | Reuter). -Martina 
Navratilova clinched the end-of-year 
women's number one tennis ranking 
for the fourth successive time by 
beating arch-rival Chris Evert Lloyd 
6-2, 4-6, 6-2 to win her third Austra- 
lian Open title yesterday. 

Navratilova described her 13th 
grand slam title, achieved in one 
hour 44 minutes on a blustery 
Kooyong centre court, as one of the 
most satisfying of her career. 

“There- was so much riding on it." 
she said. "We both felt the number 
one ranking was on the line." 

It was the 29-year-old left- 
hander’s second Grand Slam title of 
1985. Lloyd beat her in the French 
Open final, but Navratilova gained 
revenge in the Wimbledon final be- 
fore both were beaten in the U.S. 
Open - Lloyd in the semi-finals. 
Navratilova in the final - by Hana 
Mandlikova of Czechoslovakia. 

The men’s final will not be played 
until tomorrow after rain again inter- 
rupted semi-final action. Defending 
champion Mats Wilander of Sweden 
won his place in the final by complet- 
ing a 7-5, 6-1. 6-3 victory over Slobo- 
dan Zivojinovic of Yugoslavia in a 
contest halted by rain on Friday after 
one game of the third set. 

In the second semi-final yester- 
day, world number one Ivan Lendl 
trailed fifth-seeded Stefan Edberg of 
Sweden 2-1 in the first set when 
heavy rain forced it to be put off until 
today. 

“Once Chris got back to one set 
all, I knew I had to win the third to 
stay there," said Navratilova. “I did 
not want to win here by beating 
somebody else. It had to be Chris." 
She added that the ranking situation 
helped to motivate her. 

“I am good at short term goals, 
not long term ones. I knew this was 
for the number one ranking and I 
zeroed in on that." She said retain- 
ing the top ranking was more satis- 
fying this year than previously “be- 
cause it bad not been a race before.” 
She went on , “This one was tough on 
the nerves. It seems that Chris and I 
always play great matches." 

Navratilova's $100,000 cheque for 
her victory brought her career prize 
money to $9,866,474. more than any 
other player, male or female, has 
ever won. 

Lloyd said she could not find her 
rhythm in the opening set. “I 
couldn't get my timing and wasn't 
moving or hitting the ball well.” she 
said. “Martina did not let me get into 
my rhythm, but, when the points 
started to come in the second set, I 
was surprised at how easy 1 was 
w inni ng them. TTiere was a lot of 
pressure in the last set, and Martina 
handled it better than I did." 

But Lloyd said she was happy 
about her year’s achievements and 


believed she could recapture the 
number one crown. 

Navratilova’s all-court aggressive- 
ness was the derisive factor, and she 
looked certain to win in straight seis 
when she took the firsr 6-2 in 2S 
minutes after breaking sene in ihe 
fourth and sixth games. 

Llovd stayed pinned to the base- 
line and looked out ol touch. But she 
began to find her rhythm and. ns her 
passing shots began to work, she 
broke serve in the fifth game of the 
second set for a 3-2 lead. But il look 
her eight set points to level the 
match. She had 0-40 on Navratilo- 
va's serve when leading 5 3. but was 
pulled back to deuce. 

Lloyd, beaten but unbowed, scof- 
fed at speculation she might be retir- 
ing from tennis to start a family. ' I 
think 1 can find it within me to go 
through it again.” she said with a 
smile.^ii will be a little more tedious 
probably. But I still see weaknesses 
in my game and I've come so close 
right now. I’m looking forward to 
five weeks off. but. before I retire. I 
want to be the best I can be." 

She added that she planned to 
take more chances next year. “That 
may mean my results are a bit more 
inconsistent too. but that's the price 
I’ll have to pay." she said. 

Lloyd felt that playing on grass 
was a derisive factor in her defeat. 

“I'm basically the only baseline 
player that does well on grass." she 
said. "It's not a natural thing, and. 
when ihe chips are down, you have 
to give the edge to the serve-volleyer 
because that's the way to play on 
grass. The court surface is a bit more 
natural for Martina, and I think it 
was evideni in the third set." 

Wilander moved nearer his third 
successive title here b> breaking 
Zivojinovic, who shocked American 
John McEnroe in the quarter- finals. 
Wilander again wore an elbow brace 
to protea a slightly strained right 
arm but afterwards seemed uncon- 
cerned. even though the arm was 
bathed in an ice puck. 

"1 don’t think the arm is an> 
worry,” he said. “The brace is just 
for protection." He said he was now 
playing better than at the same stage . 
last year, and added he would like to 
meet Edberg in the final, because "it 
would ensure another title for 
Sweden.” 

World number one Ivan Lendl 
faces a three-week suspension from 
tennis. A fine imposed on him had 
taken him over the $7,500 annual 
limit. Lendl was fined SI. 000 Thurs- 
day for wearing an oversize advertis- 
ing patch on his shirt during his 
quarter-final victory over John 
Lloyd of Britain. He was earlier 
fined $500 for an audible obscenity 
and $350 for ball abuse.

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Dirty (and stupid) politics 

THE angry protestations of some Likud politicians against the 
police investigation into the West Bank land-fraud case repre- 
sent a new low in the nation’s political life. 

Because the minister of police happens to represent the 
Alignment, these politicians have chosen to accuse the police 
investigators of being driven by political motivations. That 
suspects in the case have been remanded by a court of law, and 
that the decision to mount an investigation into alleged 
land-sale fraud was taken by the previous Likud government, 
are minor facts to which the Likud's verbal hit men, Ronnie 
Milo and Haim Kaufman, are impervious. 

What is it then that has moved them to protest too much? Is 
their zealotry inspired by a threat they perceive to future West 
Bank settlement? Or by fear that the previous government’s 
frenetic settlement policy will be impugned? That, it seems, is 
what they would like the public to believe. 

Or could it be that Milo, Kaufman and company panicked 
when it emerged in court that the Likud was perhaps a designed 
recipient of funds (or bribes) from a land dealer (or dealers)? 
And that some of its operatives pocketed the money? 

Maybe the problem is one of timing? For the police and court 
proceedings have burst onto the public stage at an inopportune 
moment - just when the Shamir faction in Herat, of which Milo 
and Kaufman are charter members, succeeded in obtaining the 
appointment of another crony, Michael Dekel, as deputy 
minister of defence. Awkwardly, it was during- the tenure of 
Dekel as deputy minister of agriculture that the irregularities of 
which two of his former aides are accused, took place. 

Perhaps that is why other Herut personalities, with different 
factional loyalties, have not joined the cacophonies of the 
Shamir group. That restraint is itself a telling indictment of the 
foul accusations which Milo and Kaufman have shovelled onto 
the public stage. 

For what these accusations against the police and the police 
minister betray is the exact reverse of their intent. It is not the 
police and the police minister who have imposed political 
motives on the land-fraud investigation, but rather it is 
MBo, Kaufman and company who want to impose their political 
interests on the investigation. They would seek, apparently, 
cessation of proceedings or a cover-up. 

Little wonder, therefore, that their charges have been 
indignantly rejected by police officers. And little wonder too 
that more discerning Herut politicians are already assessing the 
damage to their party caused by the blundering bluster of Milo 
and Kaufman. 

By injecting partisan politics into the land-fraud case, the 
Shamir faction has removed it from the routinized precinct of 
police and judicial proceedings and invested it with the high 
drama of party conflict. That would be a cunning, though base, 
political maneuver if Herut and the Likud had an advantage to 
gain. 

However, in the case at hand, MDo and Kaufman have 
succeeded only in playing dirty politics against the best interests 
of their own party. 

That Mr. Shamir, as the titular head of the party, has not 
called them to order, and has instead echoed, though in milder 
form, the invective of his loyalists, will not redound to his 
ctStiit, either in hisjpartyorin the public at large.

Israeli medics on the spot from giv- 
ing first aid. 

Kimche also raised the subject of 
recent Egyptian-PLO contacts, 
saying these encouraged terrorism. 
The Egyptians countered that these 
served to make the FLO more mod- 
erate. 

The Defence Ministry was repre- 
sented at the talks by Tat-Aluf (Brig- 
Gen.) Dov Sion, who raised the 
problem of Egyptian permission for 
an Israeli or joint Israeli-American 
search in Egyptian territorial waters 
for the remains of the Israel Navy 
submarine Dakar. It was lost, with 
69 men aboard, off Alexandria in 
1969. 

The Egyptians, according to Fore- 
ign Ministry officials, reiterated that 
they agree in principle to such a 
search, but have not yet given per- 
mission for it to begin or indicated 
when they might give such permis- 
sion. It is understood that Egypt 


fears that Israel would gather intelli- 
gence during such a search. 

Sion raised the possibility of for- 
mal arrangements, possibly involv- 
ing the Multinational Force and 
Observers (MFO), for medical care 
and evacuation of sick or injured 
Israeli, tourists in Sinai. Sion also 
brought up the continued problems 
of access for Israeli yachts and tour- 
ists to Coral Island off the Sinai 
coast; of 19 IDF soldiers missing in 
action in Egypt since 1973; and of 
Palestine Arabs at Rafiah stranded 
on the wrong side of the border by 
the peace treaty and Israel's with- 
drawal to the international frontier. 

During the visit, Kimche and 
Tamir met with former prime minis- 
ters Kamal Hassan Ali and' Mustafa 
Khalil, and with Foreign Minister 
Esmet Abdel-Meguid. 

The Egyptian delegates are to ar- 
rive in Israel tomorrow night and to 
resume the talks on Tuesday at 
Herzliya. 
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THE TORA OFFERS the Jewish 
. people five festivals around which to 
' build its sense of a communal spir- 
itual identity. The forms of those 
festivals indurate how we can make 
sense of the different moral and 
spiritual rhythms that have shaped 
Jewish sensibilities throughout his- 
tory. 

The dialogue across generations, 
the sense of historical continuity, is 
mirrored in the way the Jewish year 
structures Jewish celebration. 

Three of 'those festivals, Pessah 
(Passover), Shavuot (Weeks) and 
Succot (Tabernacles), have a com- 
mon focus of pilgrimage to Jeru- 
salem. They are festivals of joy. 
They awaken within the community 
the primordial historical memories 
Chat shape Jewish covenants! self- 
understanding. 

At Pessah, we anchor ourselves 
into the fundamental memory of the 
drama of liberation. We begin our 
historic self-understanding through 
identifying with our people’s yearn- 
ing for freedom. "We were slaves to 
Pharaoh in Egypt” is the story told 
around the table for every Jewish 
family for 2,000 years. Each Jew 
must feel as if he or she is among 
those who leave Egypt. 

Shavuot brings us together before 
Mount Sinai to receive the Torn. 
Here our sense of historical empathy 
is not based upon shared redemption 
from suffering, political exploitation 
and the crude forces of history. Here 
we are alone with our community 
following the direction of Moses, 
listening attentively to the way he 
mediates for us a new appreciation 
of what our historical destiny is ab- 
out. 

Our self-definition at Shavuot 
comes not from shared adversity, 
suffering and persecution, as in the 
story of the Passover, but from the 
shared responsibility of mitzva, from 
the way we strive to become “a 
kingdom of priests and a holy na- 
tion.” 

The yearning for holiness char- 
acterizes and irtiuses our whole value 
system. Shavuot tells us that to know 
the Jew is to know his mitzva aspira- 
tions, whereas at Pessah to know the 
Jew is to understand the Pharaoh he 
encounters.

The Li Cbngrcss adopted the 
following resolution:

“Due to the veto put forward by 
the Liberal Party of Israel at the 
Executive meeting in Reykjavik, the 
Congress cannot admit Sbmm this 
year.” 

This resolution was approved by 
148 members of the conference and 
only the six members of Mr. Nener’s 
delegation opposed it. 

Furthermore, Mr. Nener claims 
that the admission of Shinui would 
distort the composition of the Israeli 
representation to the detriment of 
the Israeli Liberal Party. The fact is 
that the exclusion of Shinui, the only 
Israeli party whose members were 
elected independently on a liberal 
platform, distorts the representation 
of liberalism in an international 
liberal body. The Liberal Party, 


lie and political matters, has no right 
to speak on behalf of liberalism and 
to bar Shinui from the LI. 

As to the stand on the Israeli raid 
on Tunis, I regard it as my duty to 
point out that of all the Israelis who 
attended the conference, including 
me. made a conceited effort to reject 
the draft resolution against Israel. 
The main effort was made by Moshe 
Kol, whose personal standing and 
contacts were invaluable in achiev- 
ing whatever success Israel's cause 
had in this matter.

AT SUCCOT. we expe rience the 
Gist stages of our 'pilgrimage in the 
desert .on our march toward the 
promised land. Succot places us in a 
historical time where the centrality is 
the community and not the land. 

Through Succot, we team that 
Jewish nationhood is characterized 
in the first place not by statehood but 
by a deep sense of communal soli- 
darity. State and land must be instru- 
ments to bouse the community and 
enable it to flourish . The holy people 
is the ultimate category, not the holy 
land. 

Succot is the holiday of love for 
every Jew, when all of Israel shares 
our table, when our homes are not 
dosed ego mansions, but open for all 
of Israel to dwell with us in our 
sukka. We move from the private 
self to the communal self. Succot 
creates historic communal solidarity 
as the condition for nationhood. 

The other two Torn festivals. 
Rash Hashaaa and Yom Kippur, 
have a different focus. They are not 
historical festivals commemorating 
historical events. The mood is not 
one of joy and communal celebra- 
tion. They are existential rather than 
historical festivals. 

On Rosh Has ban a, Israel is called 
upon to place afi of its life under the 
sovereignty of God. Rosh Hashana 
awakens the community to God’s 
longing to see a human world which 
minors His majestic holiness and 
splendour. It calls upon political au- 
thority to give an accounting for the 
way it has utilized its power. It 
dethrones human power from its- 
hubris and quest for absoluteness. 
Human beings bow in humility at the 
awesome sound of the sfaofar. 

Yom Kippur is a day of personal 
reconciliation, of healing, . of in- 
trospection, of a dear recognition of 
our frailty and h uman weakness. Oh 
that day, complacency and self- 
satisfaction are shattered. We dis- 


cover the courage to say, “I have 
sinned.” 

The c ap to accou rittbiKty and t he 
stripping away of self-righteousness 
are annual existential moments. 
They are urgent requirements if life 
will be lived authentically in the 
presence of God. 

Historic empathy oil the one 
hand, and existential authenticity on 
the other, thus characterize the 
Tore’s festival year. 

WHAT IS remarkable about the 
later additional festivals which come 
into Jewish history - like Purim and 
Hanukka - is that they are not 
rooted in divine revelation. The 
prophet does not mediate for us their 
significance. Purim begins m exile, 
Hanukka and Tisha Be’Av in post- 
bibfccal times. 

Jews gave post-biblical festivals a 
role in expressing Jewish historical 
identity, instead of using the Bible as 
the exclusive source for our national 
memory. That is a tribute to our 
people’s religious courage. 

1 The Bible was not allowed to 
become a fundamentalist prison 
anchoring us excfusively to the past. 
"Tore” implies direction, guidance. 
The word of God is open-ended. It 
prorides the framework in which we 
can Receive future possibilities. . . 

Hanukka celebrates the innova- 
tive courage of rabbinic Judaism. It 
is a festival of the Oral Law, liberat- 
ing us from Literalism and fun- 
damentalism. It teaches us to be 
open to new possibilities in history, 
to be anchored in the past indeed, 
but to be open to the surprises of the 
future. 

When we tight the Hanukka can- 
dles, we recite the benediction: 
"Blessed art Thou, King of the Uni- 
verse, who has made us holy with His 
co mmandm ents and commanded us 
to light the candle of Hanukka.” 

The rabbis asked: Where does 


God give us this commandment? 
Hanukka is not explicitly mentioned 
in the Bible. How can we boldly 
proclaim that in ligh ting the candle 
of Hanukka we are responding to 
God's command? How can we ex- 
perience Hanukka as mediating the 
divine command, since it. is not re- 
velation flowing from the mouth of a 
prophet? 

The sages answer that the Tore 
dearly commands us to accept the 
guidance of our sages in applying the 
law of the Bible: \ 

□ You shall act in accordance with 
the instructions given you and the 
ruling handed (town to - you; you 
must not deviate from the verdict 
that they announce to you either to 
the right or to the left. (Deuter- 
onomy 17:11) 

□ Remember the days of old. 

Consider the years of ages past; 

Ask your father, he will inform 

you. 

Your elders, they will tell you. 
(Deuteronomy 32:7) 

These two verses are quoted by 
the Talmud (Shabbat 23a, Sukka 
46a) to legitimate our describing the 
lighting of die Hanukka candle as a 
divine commandment. The sense of 
God's cqmmandmg voice can be felt 
in post-biblical history. 

THE NEW LEADERS who medi- 
ate the ongoing significance of his- 
tory are no longer prophets, but 
sages and elders who have mastered 
not only the letter but also the spirit 
of the Bible. They are able to intuit 
new possibilities in Judaism, because 
of their profound anchorage and 
appreciation of the classic roots of 
their tradition. 

Many have accused traditional 
Jews of tiring only in the past, of 
celebrating the history of the Jews 
only in memory. We tell stories and 
celebrate the courage for our classic 
past, but are frightened to make 


sense of new possibilities of history. 

Those who sought to build new 
values in Jewish history are identi- 
fied as rebels against Jewish tradi- 
tion. Zionism, therefore, is often 
characterized as rebellion against 
tradition, as the courage not only to 
recite stories about Jewish history 
but the power to make history.' 

There are those in Israel who live 
with memories of the past, who 
celebrate the liturgical year with pas- 
sion and enthusiasm - and wait pa- 
tiently for a messianic future. They 
live history in story and in prayer. At 
the other extreme, there are those 
who have given up the story and 
prayer and choose the present as the 
arena in which they pour out their 
sense of passion for Jewish history. 

Hanukka teaches us that we need 
not live at either pole. We are cap- 
able of expressing historic empathy 
in memories and story and equally of 
embracing the present. 

The rebirth of Israel, I believe, 
.will go down in Jewish history as a 
normative event symbolizing the 
Jewish people's ability to build a 
national renaissance in an unre- 
deemed world, its liberation from 
passive waiting for a messianic king- 
dom, its courage to begin again to 
renew the spirit of the covenant. 

Those who are a part of the con- 
temporary reality of Israel are really ' 
shaping a new Hanukka for the fu- 
ture. In that spirit, we can recite 
benedictions over our own recent - 
history: 

“Blessed art Thou, King of the 
Universe, who has made us holy with 
His commandments and comman- 
ded us to live afresh with the power 
of the beginning.” 

'‘Blessed art Thou... who has 
commanded us to gather in all of ' 
the exiles and to welcome with love 
and dignity all Jews who proudly 
proclaim to the world that they are 
members of the covenant.” 

The courage to initiate new mean- 
ings and not to be tied exclusively to & 
the precedents of the past is a gift of - 
the Hanukka lights to the Jewish 1 
soul, \
